custom, says the New York Times. 
.When President Cleveland was an oc- 
cupant of the White House, a large 
force of officers in uniform and plain 
dress was employed, and sometimes the 
president was criticised for allowing 
this guard to surround him when it 
was provided by the District as a pre- 
caution and has been continued to some 
extent ever since. 


Everywhere was heard the other 


night bitter regret that the president 
had consented to attend a public re- 
ception -where he wag exposed to the 
attack that has just stirred with hor- 
ror the civilized world. There is like- 
ly to be a more secret guarding of the 
president hereafter and possibly closer 
scrutiny of the persons allowed to en 
ter the White House to snake bands 
with him, 


Every time a president has descend- 


ed from his library to the east room to 
meet the company collected there from 
every part of the country, unknown 
to anybody In the building, the risk bas 
been ran of meeting some Czolgosz or 
Gulteau, inspired with hatred of order 
or factional vindictiveneesr. Wherever 
the president went while away from 
Washington he has been accompanied 
by a secret service officer named Fos- 
ter, a courageous and capable man 
who had not too much confidence in 
the pacific appearance of any crowd.

NO CHANFES IN CABINET 


Or Important Departures In Public 


Policy Likely to Occur For Some 
Time—No Extra Session Probable, 
In Absence of Statutory Necessity 


Washington, Sept. 14.—The news of 


the expected death of President McKin- 
ley came as a crushing blow to the na- 
tional capital. 
Nowhere, perhaps, had 


the citizens been so full of confidence

around the newspaper bulletins. When 
it was known that the rumors from the 
Milburn house were confirmed, some- 
body shouted, "Let's find the assassin."

Superintendent 
Bull, 
anticipating 


trouble, called out the ontiiv force, and 
in addition, asked the Fourth brigade 
headquarters to be in readiness to as- 
sist. 
Colonel Welch, the commanding 


officer, answered by ordering two com- 
panies each from the Sixty fifth and 
Seventy-fourth regiments to their ar- 
mories, to await immediate call. 


Around the station house at 8 o'clock 


it was estimated tliat 6000 people were 
gathered.

the police drove thorn back there was 
little resistance.

POUiiiLL FAR AWAY 


Peary Ship Arrives With News 


of the Explorer 


HAS BUILT A NEW OAIBN 


On the Most Northerly Known Land 


In the World—Advance Stopped by 
Broken I'ack Ice and Open Water 


—Is by No Means Discouraged 


North Sydney, C. B., Sept. 14.—The 


Peary Arctic steamer Eric, from Cape 
Sabine. Ellusinoreland, Aug. 29, arrived 
bere yesterday. All well. 


"Peary left Fort Conger April 15, 
crossed Robeson channel to the west 
Greenland coast, and. followed it along 
on foot and over sea ice to the north- 
ward. Lock\vood's" farthest 
North 


Cairn of May 13,1SS2, was opened May 
8, and its records were taken, and at 
Cape Washington, the headland seen 
by him 15 miles northeast, in 1882, an- 
other cairn was erected and a copy of 
the "farthest" record and additional 
memoranda 
were 
deposited. Peary 


pushed on and at S3 deg., 39 min. north 
rounded the northern end of Green- 
land, finding the coast at this point to 
trend rapidly eastward. There, on the 
most 
northerly known land In the 


world, Peary built a cairn, In which ba 
deposited records etc. 


Peary then struck over the sea Ice for 


the pole, but was able to advance only 
to 83 deg. 50 niin. north, when he was 
stopped by the broken pack and much 
open water. Pietracing his steps, Peary 
pushed along the Greenland coast, all 
the time eastward, about 160 miles be- 
yond Lockwoort's farthest to lat. 83 deg, 
north, long. 25 deg. west, or approximate- 
ly but little morp than a degree from In- 
dependence bay, discovered and named 
by him July 4, 1892. The recon- 
naissance ended with a definite demon- 
stration of the western and northern 
coasts of Greenland. 


In a letter detailing his work during 


1900, Peary says: "If I do not capture 
the pole itself in this spring (1901) I 
shall try it again next spring." 


Peary sends to the Arctic club a com- 


plete and detailed chart of his newly 
discovered coast and other work, reserv- 
ing until the completion of his work the 
nomenclature and its publication. Hav- 
ing eliminated Greenland archipelago 
as a desirable route to the pole, and no 
further advance northward being pos- 
sible uptii the opening of the season of 
1901, Peary decided that his next at- 
tempt would be for Cape Hecla, tho 
northern port of Grinnell It^nd, and 
from Fort Conger, as .a base. 


Deciding tlms to winter at Conger, 


the autumn was spent In hunting and ob- 
taining the necessary fresh meat for 
men and dogs. So diligently was this 
work prosecuted that it was not sus- 
pended on the approach of Arctic night, 
and hunting parties were actually in 
the field during every moon of 
the 


winter. Game, principally musk oxen, 
was found much more abundant in the 
Lake Hazen country, 30 or 40 miles 
westward of Fort Conger, than it was in 
its immediate vicinity, and it proved 
more feasible, therefore, to subsist the 
dogs, where the meat was killed, than 
to pack it across the country to the 
coast. 


Snow igloos were built and in these 


Peary and his hunters practically spent 
most of the winter, the rations of the 
hunters being supplemented from the 
supplies found at Conger. In all, nearly 
200 musk oxen were killed, and either 
consumed by the expedition or packed 
for its later demands. 


Peary, accompanied, as in the previ- 


ous year, by Henson and five Esquimos, 
left Conger April 5, 1901, for the north 
by way of Cape Hecla. But after some 
10 days' march alone thp ice both the 
men and dogs proved to be out of con- 
dition and unfit for the most arduous 
work certainly ahead of them. Un- 
willing to risk the success of the under- 
taking with an inadequate force, or to 
imperil the lives of any of his party. 
Peary retraced his steps and returned 
in good order and without loss to Fort 
Conger. 


Late in April, with his entire force, 


Peary retreated southward to open, if 
possible, communication with the club's 
steamer of 1900. from which nothing 
had been heard. The Windward, fast in 
her winter quarters at Payer harbor, 
near Cape Sabine, with Mrs. Peary on 
board, prisoners in the ico for nearly 
eight months, was reached May 6, and 
in her Peary made his headquarters un- 
til the auxiliary ship of 1901 should ar- 
rlvo. 


Open water came early at Cape Sa- 


hine and July 3 the. Windward extricat- 
ed herself from tho ice and, crossingthe 
past s'do of Smith sound, devoted July 
to a successful hunt for walrus in Onga- 
fleld gulf ! o provide food for natives and 
Aogs during: the iield work of 1802.

NEWS OF END SPREAD BY BELLS 


The City in Mourning Today With All 


Principal Blocks 
Draped and 


Flags at HalMlast Govern- 


or to Issue Proclamation 


Probably no place in the country was 


more intensely anxious all day yes- 
terday during the uncertainty in re- 
gard to the president's condition than 
North Adams, and from an hour or 
more 
before' the appearance of the 


afternoon papers until long after mid- 
night last night Main street was fill- 
ed with a big crowd of people who 
watched the bulletin boards and seized 
upon every rumor of news that came 
with a feverishness that showed how 
much the people were moved by the 
sad news of the president's condition. 


The 
news 
as It came 
was bad 


enough, but every hour or two after 
6 o'clock a report would come that the 
president was dead. 
and then there 


would be hurried calls upon the Tran- 
script to deny or confirm, 
for from 


first to last ami even to the time of the 
announcement that the end had come 
the Transcript 
did not put out 
one 


bulletin that it had to deny later. When 
the end finally came It was ahead of 
all other sources of information both 
in this city and neighboring towns. 


After tfie wild rumors of the early 


evening a conviction settled down up- 
on the people that though all hope of 
recovery 
was gone. 
the president 


would make a magnificent fight for life 
and that 
the end would be a 
long 


time 
in c'oming. At 10 o'clock 
The 


Transcript gave its final bulletin of 
the night and announced the arrange- 
ments 
for tolling the bells before 11 


o'clock 
if the president died before 


that time and at 5 this morning if the 
end came between 11 and 5. Then the 
crowd thinned out though many re- 
mained until after 1 o'clock in the 
hope 
that so much delay must mean 


that there was some hope. 


Only a very few people were asfir at 


2.40 this morning, however, when the 
Transcript -\vas able to state positive- 
ly that the president's sufferings had 
ended at 2.15. 


At 5 o'clock, in accordance with the 


plan arranged by Mayor Wilkinson and 
the Transcript last nfglu. 
all the 


church bells of the city tolled and the 
people knew as they were aroused ,from 
their s'umbers that a great and goofl 
man had gene to his reward.. 


It 
was 
not long before the people 


were on the streets again. 
A Tran- 


script extra, with a better and fuller 
account of the president's last hours 
than any other paper gave the people 
of this city until atfernoon, was reacijj 
flbr them as they came from their 
homes, their saddened faces and sub- 
dued bearing showing the sorrow that 
had come upon them. 


The desire for the news satisfied 


the people turned their attention to vis 
ible expression of their sorrow. Sooa 
the marks of mourning began to ap- 
pear on the buildings long Main street 
and flags were hung as half mast. The 
Transcript 
building was the first in 


the city 
to be draped, and so far as 


we are able to learn the flag on the 
Hunter machine shop was the first to 
be hung at half mast'. A few of those 
who were out earlier tfian usual cqm- 
plained 
because sonw of the flags 


were not hung out s'oon enough, but as 
the people came down street they were 
not slow in giving their places of bus- 
iness, and later their homes, the signs 
of the nation's sorrow. 
This after- 


noon nearly all the blocks and places 
of business are draped for the martyred 
dead, 


Adams spent the 'same sort of a 


night of anxiety that we did here in 
North Adams. Bulletins were received 
and posted at Mole's drug store and 
W. B. Plunkett was in communication 
with Buffalo all night. When the news 
of the end came, it was telephoned to 
him and he was so greatly affected 
that the one who gent -the message 
could read his sorrow over the phone. 
This morning all was quiet at the Plun 
kett residence, the family remaining 
within doors.

WilHamsiown 


from a bulletin from the Transcript 
office and last night his rapidly _f ail- 
Ing condition was learned through the 
same source.

From This Morning's Extra Edition. 


Mllburn House, Buffalo, N. T., Sept, 


14— President McKinley 
died at 
2.15 


o'clock this morning. 


He had been unconscious since 7.50 


P. m. 


His last 
conscious hour on earth 


•was spent with his wife, to whom he 
devoted a life time of care. 


He died unattended by a minister of 


the gospel, but his last words were to 
humble submission to the will of God^ 


His last conscious words, reduced to 


writing by Dr. Mann who stood at the 
bedside when 'they were uttered were: 
"Good by all, good bye. It is God's 
will. His will be done." 


His relatives and the members of 


his official family were at the Milburn 
house at the time, except Secretary 
"Wilson, who did not avail himself of 
the opportunity, and some personal 
and political friends took leave of him. 


This painful ceremony wua simple. 
His friends came to vhe door of the 


sick room and >-ook a longing glance 
at the dying president 
and 
turned 


away. 


He was practically unconscious dur- 


ing this time. 


But powerful heart stlnjulanta to- 


gether with oxygen were employed to 
restore him to consciousness fo- the 
final parting with his wife. 


He asked for her and she sat by his 


side and held his hand.

LIFE OF THE PRESIDENT, 


William McKinley the 25th 
presi- 


dent of the" United States, was born 
in Niles, TrumbeU county, Ohio, Jan- 
uary 29, 1843. His ancestors on the rja- 
ternal side, 
who were Scotch-lrish 


came from 
Scotland and located 
in 


Pennsylvania. His great grand fath- 
er, David McKinley, after serving in 
the revolution, resided 
in 
Pennsyl- 


vania until 1814, when he went to Ohio, 
where he died in 1840 at the age of 85. 
The grandmother of 
the 
President, 


Mary Rose, 
came from a 
Puritan 


family that fled from 
Enrr'and 
to 


Holland and emigrated 
to 
Pennsyl- 


vania with William Penn. The father 
of the president, William McKinley, 
sr,, was born jn Pine township, Mer- 
cer county, Pa., in 1807. 
and married 


Nancy Campbell Allison 
of 
Colum- 


bian county, Ohio, in 1829. 
Both the 


grandfather and father of the presi- 
dent 
were iron manufacturers. His 


father was 
a devout 
Methodist, a 


stanch Whig and republican, and an 
ardent advocate of the protective tar- 
iff. 
He died during his son's first term 


as governor of Ohio, 
in 
November, 


1892, 
at the age of 85. The mother of 


the president passed away at Canton, 
Ohio. 
in December, 1S97, at the ad- 


vanced age of 89. 
William McKinley 


was educated in the public schools 
of Niles, Union seminary at Poland, 
Ohio, and Allegheny college, at Mcad- 
ville, Pa. Before, attaining his major- 
ity he taught in the public schools. 
At the age of 16 became a member of 
the Methodist church.. 
At the begin- 


ning of hostilities in the war between 
the states, Mr. McKinley, who was a 
clerk in the Poland post office, 
vol- 


unteered his services and on .Tune 11, 
1SC1, was erJiated as a private in the 
23rd Ohio vclunteer infantry. Partici- 
pated in all the engagements in Wept 
Virginia and in the winter's camp at 
Fayetteville received first promotion of 
commissary sergeant, on April 15, 1S62. 
In recognition of his services at An- 
tietam. Sergeant McKinley ^a? made 
second lieutenant, his commission dat- 
ing from Septembei 9,4, 1S62, 
and on j 


February 7, 1863, while at Camp Piatt 
he was again promoted, receiving the 
rank of first lieutenant. In the retreat 
near Lynchburg, Va., 
his regiment 


marched ISO miles, fighting nearly att 
the time with scarc'ey any 
food 
cr 


rest. Lieutenant McKinley conducted 
himself 
g-allantly and at Winchester 


won additional honors. The 13th West 
Virginia 
regiment 
failed to retire 


when the rest of Haye's brigade fell 
back, and, being in great 
clanger of 


capture, the young lieutenant was di- 
rected to g(r and bring it away, which 
he did in safety, after riding,- through 
a heavy fire. On July 2o, 18fi4, at the 
age of 21, McKinley was promoted to 


the rank or captain. 
The 
brigade 


continued its fighting up and down the 
Shenandoah 
valley. 
At 
Berryville 


Va., September 3, 1864, 
Captain Mc- 


Kinley's 
horse was shot from under 


him. Served successively on the staffs 
of General 
R. B. 
Hayes, 
George 


Crook and "Winfleld S. Hanc'ock and on 
March 14, 1S65, was brevetted major 
of the United States 
Volunteers 
by 


President Lincoln for gallantry in the 
battles of Opequan. Cedar Creek, and 
Fishers 
hill. Was detailed as acting 


assistant adjutant general of the first 
division, first corps, 
on the staff of 


General Samuel S. Carroll, 
At the 


close of the war was urged to remain 
in the army, but deferring the judg- 
ment of his father, was mustered out 
of service July 26, 1865, 
and returned 


to Poland. 
At once began the study 


of 
law un3er GUdden & Wilson, of 


Youngstown, Ohio, 
and later 
at- 


tended the law school in Albany, N". T. 
Was 
admitted to the bar in March, 


1867, 
at Warren, Ohio, and the same 


year removed to Canton, Ohio, which 
since has been his home. In 1867 his 
first 
political speeches were made in 


favor of negro suffrage. 
In 1869 was 


elected" prosecuting attorney of Stark 
county and served one term, being de- 
feated two years later for the same 
office Mr. McKinley took an active in- 
terest in state politics and made speech 


j es in many of the campaigns. On Jan- 


uary 25, 1871, 
he married Miss Ida 


Sexton. 
Two daughters were born to 


them both of whom died 
in 
early 


childhood. In 1876 was elected a mem- 
ber of the national house of repregen— 
tatives 
and for 14 years represented 


the congressional district of 
whom 


his county -was a part, except for a 
portion of his fourth term, 
when he 


was unseated late in the first session. 
While in congress served on the com- 
mittees on the judiciary, revision 'of 
the laws, expenditures in the post offi- 
ce department, 
rules, and ways and 


means. 
As 
chairman 
of the last 


named committee in the 51st congress, 
reported the tariff law of 1SSO. J>t the 
beginning of this congress 
was

feated in the caucus of his party for 
the speakership of the house..

It 
received its name on account of its habit 
of appearing only during the later after- 
noon or on cloudy days. A proper name 
for this bird would be a "twilight bird," 
as it cannot be said to belong either to 
Bight or day. 


If you have erer lived on a (arm, you 


will recall hearing on some still, hot 
evening a whirring, long drawn out note 
high above your bead, and on looking up 
you will remember how surprised you 
were to behold a small birJ witii big 
wings falling straight toward the earth, 
and then how much more surprised you 
were when the bird suddenly turned in a 
graceful upward curve and went straight 
back again into the darkness above. 
That was the night hawk on a hunt for 
its supper. After that first meftirjg you 
will remember how familiar it grew to 
you and yet how little you ever learned 
of its habits of living. 


These birds winter just south of the 


United States. They arrive in Indiana 
with the heading of the oat and wheat 
fields and stay until September. Some- 
times they summer as far north as the 
Hudson bay and winter as far south aa 
Brazil. They travel from one place to 
another, as a rule in scattering flocks. 
To see these birds traveling is a eight 
not soon forgotten. They will follow a 
river or stream for miles and seem to 
use these natural highways as their guide 
from one home to another. 


A hunt for the • nest of this bird is a 


hopeless task in some localities of per 
state, as they do not always breed. 
They live ia the field, sfnd it is there yon 
may expect to find the nest if one is to 
be found. It will be built on the ground, 
and there will not be a straw or stick or 
cord in the home. It will be just a hole 
in the ground, for this bird ia, above all 
things, lazy, and if there is any material 
other than the bare earth near the home 
it will be because the wind blew it there 
or because it grew there. You will find 
two eggs of a dirty color in the nest, pro- 
riding some snake or gopher has not 
made away with them. Exposed as these 
eggs are, it is a wonder the bird does not 
disappear from the face of the earth. 
Nearly every animal that lives eats gggs. 


The night hawk lives almost entirely 


on bugs, bees and insects. They are so 
swift in their action that they have lit- 
tle difficulty "in eecuriag a aquare meal 
every hour they hunt They are so mark- 
ed that they can easily secure their prey. 
They are dark— just a twilight color— un- 
derneath, and the real distance they are 
from you is a matter of do-M. They 
have a wishbone shaped white mark on 
the throat by which they can always be 
known. 


The noise made by this bird when de- 


scending is caused by its wings in con- 
tact with the air. Its throat cry is a 
squeak and unpleasant to the ear. The 
bird is very attractive when it flies about 
in the air, as its curvings are as smooth 
and graceful as if they had been planned 
and rehearsed for weeks. Such perfect 
control does it have over its power of 
flight that it can drop toward the ground 
with lightning rapidity and when scarce- 
ly two feet above the surface reverse its 
action and sail again in graceful circles 
toward the sky.— Indianapolis News.
